Chauhan along with Shri Jagdish Prasad Tewari, Sub 
Inspector of Police and other Police personnel left for the 
Barua Dam. The gang was spotted on a hillock near Naya 
Chhivinapurwa village. The Police force was divided into 
two groups and took position on the eastern and western 
sides of the hillock. As soon as the dacoits became aware of 
the presence and movement of the police party, they started 
firing on them. This firing continued for about 2 1/2 
hours. Shri Chauhan then felt that in case the engagement 
was prolonged further the dacoits mi^ht escape under cover 
of darkness. He, therefore, crawled with one constable along 
the foot of the hillock to join the police party led by Shit 
J. P. Tiwari on the other side. Snri Chauhan along with 
Shri Tiwari and Shri Nirbhai Singh Tomar, Sub Inspector 
then organised a raid on the dacoits. They started crawling 
up the hillock in disregard of firing by the dacoits. Shri 
Chauhan received a gunshot injury on his right cheek just 
below the eye, Shri Tomar was also wounded on the head 
above the left ear and Shri Tiwari received an abraided 
iniury on his left forearm. Despite these injuries, these police 
officers were undeterred and went on advancing. They fired 
at the dacoits and killed two of them. After some time, rein- 
forcement arrived but intermittent firing continued till next 
morning. A search was made on the next morning and the 
bodies of two dead dacoits were recovered along with arms 
and ammunitions. The remaining dacoits escaped in the 
night under the cover of darkness. 

In the encounter with the gang of dacoits Shri Manbodh 
Singh Chauhan, Deputy Superintendent of Police exhibited 
leadership, conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty in 
disregard of bis personal safety.

The 
dacoits then tied his hands and covered the eyes, gagged him 
and finally threw him out of the car. The inter vetnion of 
the two Constables delayed the retreat of the dacoits and pro- 
vided a definite lead to the chasing police party who appre- 
hended 4 members of the dacoits after a hard chase. 


In this encounter with the dacoits, Shri Rasananda Raut 
and Shri Mohan Charan Behera, Constables thus exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry in chasing the armed dacoits in dis- 
regard of their personal safety
